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To  the  Old  Students 

The  annual  reunion  of  old  students  in  May  was  largely  a  social 
occasion,  and  the  various  addresses  were  mostly  reminiscent.  There 
was  chiefly  a  spirit  of  humor  in  these  speeches,  mingled  with  pride 
in  each  other's  achievements.  But  there  was  also  an  occasional  note 
of  sober  reflection,  and  now  and  then  a  touch  of  something  we  might 
call  pathos  if  there  were  not  also  a  certain  pleasure  in  it.  "We  have 
only  one  youth  to  live,  and  when  it  is  past  we  appreciate  that  the 
friends  and  the  studies  of  our  youth  count  for  considerably  more 
than  we  thought.  This  fact  came  out  especially  in  the  address  of 
Dr.  Herrick. 

Years  in  the  world  inevitably  bring  us  moments  of  reflection  as 
to  how  far  our  education  was  what  we  needed.  In  the  long  run, 
probably  few  men,  whatever  their  educational  advantages,  feel 
satisfied  either  with  those  advantages  or  with  the  use  that  they 
made  of  them.  But  experience  in  affairs  enables  a  man  to  judge 
more  impartially  of  the  merits  and  defects  of  his  schooling.  The 
man  in  college  has  not  the  data  by  which  to  form  an  opinion  on  this 
matter,  and  his  interest  in  it  is  theoretical  and  languid. 

Among  the  old  students  there  was  one  who  spoke  to  the  present 
writer  with  a  slight  tone  of  regret  that  his  first  two  years  of  college 
work  were  taken  in  a  technical  school  instead  of  in  a  "literary" 
college.  His  surroundings,  he  thought,  were  a  little  too  practical 
for  one  who  did  not  intend  to  become  an  engineer.  On  the  other 
hand,  another  student,  now  working  in  an  Eastern  college  for  his 
doctorate  in  one  of  the  humanities,  expressed  an  opposite  opinion, 
and  it  is  his  point  of  view  which  lends  occasion  to  the  present  article. 
Broadly  speaking,  Lewis  Institute  is  committed  to  the  ideal  of  prac- 
tical education.  But  the  word  "practical"  is  one  of  the  vaguest, 
and  may  be  defined  in  a  very  narrow  or  a  very  broad  sense.  A 
paragraph  or  two  may  be  in  order  concerning  the  sense  in  which  it  is 
used  at  Lewis,  and  may  explain  why  the  Institute  offers  a  four-year 
college  curriculum  leading  to  the  degree  in  mechanical  engineering; 
two-year  college  curricula  leading  to  the  associateship  in  arts ;  f our- 
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year  academy  curricula  leading  to  college;  and  evening  courses 
suited  to  the  varying  needs  of  a  thousand  or  twelve  hundred  students 
annually.  It  may  further  explain  why  there  is  a  certain  engineering 
tinge  in  all  the  work  of  the  Institute,  from  English  to  cooking,  and 
why  the  mechanic  arts  are  not  taught  as  trades. 

Not  that  there  is  any  terror  in  the  word  "trades."  The  other 
night  some  thirty  men  gave  a  dinner  at  the  Institute  to  the  instruc- 
tors with  whom  they  had  completed  a  systematic  three-years'  even- 
ing curriculum  in  electricity.  Every  one  of  these  men  is  engaged 
during  the  day  in  a  trade.  But  every  one  of  them  was  determined 
to  ennoble  his  trade,  to  bring  a  certain  professional  knowledge  into 
it,  to  elevate  his  part  in  it  above  the  grade  of  tread-mill  labor. 
"Trade"  is  historically  the  same  word  as  "tread."  To  be  efficient 
in  the  world  a  man  must  tread  some  definite  path,  and  that  is  his 
trade.  If  he  does  not  tread,  but  wanders  and  stumbles,  he  is  no 
true  tradesman.  By  sheer  practice  and  habit  he  must  learn  to 
beat  out  a  path.  It  is  the  business  of  science  to  enable  him  to  direct 
his  path  intelligently.  The  Institute  does  not  attempt  to  furnish 
the  sheer  practice  and  habit  which  are  involved  in  the  word  "trade," 
but  it  does  attempt  to  cooperate  with  treads-men  to  enable  them  to 
tread  more  securely  and  intelligently.  And,  though  not  a  trade- 
school,  it  looks  with  deep  interest  and  approval  upon  the  growing 
tendency  throughout  the  country  to  bring  trade  instruction  within 
the  reach  of  every  boy  and  girl. 

Reverting  now  to  our  young  critic,  we  face  the  question  whether 
young  men  who  do  not  expect  to  be  engineers  should  avoid  con- 
tamination from  the  surroundings  of  technical  education.  We 
shall  maintain  the  paradox  that  the  best  of  all  atmospheres  in  which 
to  study  Greek  is  an  engineering  atmosphere.  But  it  will  be  best 
to  approach  this  somewhat  startling  proposition  by  degrees. 

It  is  gradually  dawning  upon  thinkers  that  all  the  sciences  rest 
upon  a  technological  basis.  The  ideal  of  each  science  is  now  seen 
to  be  a  mechanical  ideal.  The  most  perfect  of  the  physical  sciences  is 
astronomy,  wherein  the  laws  of  mechanics  are  seen  to  reign  supreme. 
Chemistry  and  physics  are  only  mechanics  masking.  Biology 
works  with  more  refractory  material,  but  it  advances  in  proportion 
as  it  employs  the  methodology  of  mechanics.  The  most  typical 
recent  book  in  physiology  bears  the  significant  title,  "The  Dynamics 
of  Living  Matter"  (Loeb).  Metaphysical  terms  like  "instinct"  and 
"will "  are  steadily  giving  way  to  such  terms  as  pressure  and  tropism; 
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the  apparently  purposeful  motions  of  the  lower  organisms  are  seen 
more  and  more  to  depend  upon  mechanisms  that  are  a  function  of 
symmetrical  structure  and  the  symmetrical  distribution  of  irrita- 
bility on  the  surface  of  the  body  of  the  organisms.  The  result  of 
all  this  tendency  is  that  imperceptibly  our  schools  of  theoretical 
science  are  becoming  in  a  certain  sense  institutes  of  technology. 
Let  their  aim  be  as  abstract  as  may  be,  the  sciences  have  derived 
more  light  and  leading  from  the  machine  industry  than  from  any 
other  source.  Every  machine  is,  so  to  speak,  a  living  reminder  of 
the  guise  under  which  each  science  will  sooner  or  later  have  to 
explain  its  section  of  reality.  The  university  of  the  future  will 
be  more  like  a  college  of  engineering  than  like  the  university  of 
the  past. 

Even  mathematics,  the  most  abstract  of  the  sciences  and  the 
purest  branch  of  dialectic,  is  destined  to  become  more  and  more  an 
applied  science.  The  announcements  of  the  mathematical  depart- 
ment at  Lewis  state  frankly  that  its  end  and  aim  is  the  application 
of  principles,  and  that  it  regards  all  the  branches  of  the  subject  as 
parts  of  one  discipline.  The  department  is  not  unaware  of  the 
danger  of  substituting  mere  working  formulae  for  the  grasp  of  general 
principles,  but  an  occasional  error  of  this  sort  is  nothing  compared 
with  the  loss  of  interest  and  power  which,  for  the  average  man, 
accompanies  the  study  of  "pure"  mathematics.  Poincare,  the 
most  daring  and  yet  perhaps  the  most  practical  of  French  mathema- 
ticians, has  recently  paid  Americans  a  distinguished  compliment  for 
the  manner  in  which  they  combine  mathematical  theory  and 
practice.  He  declares  that  the  part  of  the  science  which  they  culti- 
vate most  devotedly  is  the  theory  of  groups  of  substitution,  which  is 
perhaps  the  most  abstract  phase  of  mathematics.  And  yet  through- 
out the  country  there  is  a  general  movement  on  the  part  of  teachers 
to  bring  mathematics  into  the  most  intimate  touch  with  physics  and 
technology.  The  direction  which  that  movement  is  taking  was 
recently  pointed  out  in  a  most  interesting  manner  by  President 
Pritchett,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Clarkson  School  of  Tech- 
nology. Under  these  conditions,  we  believe  that  for  the  average 
man  the  technical  school  is  the  best  place  in  the  world  in  which  to 
study  mathematics.  There  he  will  learn  very  little  about  non- 
Euclidean  geometries,  but  his  equations  will  have  substance  and 
meaning.  The  mental  discipline  derived  from  the  neat  solution 
of  a  practical  problem  by  the  use  of  calculus  is  not  only  not  infe-

rior  to  that  derived  from  speculation;  it  is  superior;  it  is  a  lesson 
in  consequences,  and  therefore  a  lesson  in  life. 

The  atmosphere  of  applied  science  does  not  kill  literary  studies; 
it  gives  them  the  color  of  life.  It  helps,  for  instance,  to  put  the 
writing  of  English  on  a  real  basis,  to  connect  it  with  every  day  in- 
terests, to  make  it  a  tool.  It  acts  as  a  check  on  dilletantism  in  the 
study  of  literature.  It  tends  to  bring  Latin  and  Greek  into  their 
proper  place  as  parts  of  human  history.  It  makes  for  the  continuity 
of  historical  study  with  the  study  of  modern  problems,  industrial  and 
economic.  It  shows  philosophy  what  the  real  problem  of  philosophy 
is  —  namely,  to  reconcile  the  mechanical  interpretation  of  the 
universe  with  the  spiritual  values  which  man  has  striven  for  so 
desperately  through  the  ages.  There  need  be  no  fear  of  materialism 
in  this  connection.  The  danger  of  materialism  —  its  degrading  of 
man's  spiritual  nature  —  is  great  only  when  science  is  studied  at 
arm's  length  from  the  humanities  and  from  life.  To  set  up  a  false 
warfare  between  science  and  religion,  mechanics  and  ethics,  axioms 
and  ideals  —  this  is  to  rend  education  in  twain,  and  to  delay  the  day 
when  it  shall  minister  to  the  whole  nature  of  man.  The  best  place 
in  the  world  to  study  philosophy  is  in  the  same  building  with  a 
group  of  practical  engineers,  who  are  using  science  as  God  meant  it 
to  be  used  —  to  enrich  life,  and  not  to  destroy  ideals. 


The  Old  Students'  Reunion 

The  second  annual  meeting  of  the  Lewis  Union  occupied  most 
of  Saturday,  May  25,  1907.  From  four  to  six  there  were  informal 
meetings  in  the  lobby  and  the  gymnasium.  From  six  to  eight  there 
was  dinner  in  the  lunch  room,  and  five  hundred  persons  were  served. 
At  eight  came  the  grand  rally  in  the  auditorium,  which  was  packed. 
So  long  as  nearly  six  hundred  old  students  can  rally  at  Lewis  for  one 
day  in  the  year,  there  need  be  no  fear  of  the  waning  of  school  spirit. 

Of  course,  the  six  hundred  constitute  but  a  fraction  of  the  entire 
number  of  former  students,  which  runs  up  into  the  thousands.  And 
the  six  hundred  were  almost  entirely  day-students,  regulars;  the 
time  has  not  yet  come  when  the  night  school  holds  a  reunion.  And, 
of  course,  in  spite  of  all  the  enthusiasm  there  were  many  who  failed 
to  find  just  the  old  friends  whom  they  hoped  to  see,  and  doubtless 
went  home  with  a  sense  of  regret.  Something  must  be  done  to 
bring  together  all  the  people  who  knew  each  other;  perhaps  another 
year  there  can  be  an  arrangement  by  which  all  students  who  left  in 
any  particular  year  can  find  each  other  at  a  fixed  place.  Those 
who  left  in  '96  might  gather  in  a  given  room,  those  who  left  in  '97 
in  another,  and  so  on  through  the  ten  years.  We  shall  see  what 
ingenious  devices  the  Executive  Committee  is  capable  of. 

The  number  who  have  attended  the  Institute  is  so  large  that,  in 
the  absence  of  a  class  system,  it  was  prophesied  by  some  that  an 
alumni  day  would  be  impossible.  The  experiment  of  two  years  has 
triumphantly  proved  the  contrary.  It  only  remains  so  to  perfect 
the  arrangements  that  all  old  friends  may  have  a  chance  to  compare 
notes  personally.  The  greater  the  difficulty  of  social  reunions  in 
the  Institute,  the  more  important  they  become.  No  institution, 
perhaps,  is  so  genuinely  democratic  in  theory,  and  none  has  greater 
possibilities  of  becoming,  through  its  aliunni,  a  permanent  part  of 
the  higher  life  of  the  community.

Note. —  The  following  list  contains  something  over  five  hundred 
names,  and  is  compiled  almost  entirely  from  the  answers  received 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Lewis  Union  in  reply  to  their 
invitations  for  the  Reunion  of  May  25,  1907.  As  many  as  five  hun- 
dred persons  dined  at  the  Institute  on  that  date,  but  many  persons 
whose  names  appear  in  the  list  were  not  present.  Scores  of  persons 
came  who  had  not  replied  to  the  invitation;  they  were  most  heartily 
welcome,  and  could  not  have  been  more  welcome  if  they  had  filled 
out  the  blanks  sent  them.  The  fact  remains,  however,  that  the 
list  printed  below  might  have  been  much  fuller.  The  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Lewis  Union  begs  the  cooperation  of  every 
alumnus  to  keep  the  Institute  informed  of  changes  of  address. 
Large  numbers  of  the  invitations  failed  to  reach  their  destination 
because  they  were  sent  to  old  addresses. 

A  slight  examination  of  the  list  shows  that  the  great  majority  of 
the  men  are  engaged  either  in  engineering  or  in  some  branch  of  the 
machine  industry.

An  Electrical  Dinner. 

On  the  evening  of  May  28,  1907,  there  was  given  at  Lewis  In- 
stitute a  dinner  which  is  perhaps  unique  in  the  history  of  education. 
A  group  of  about  thirty  men  gave  the  dinner  as  a  compHment  to  the 
three  instructors  —  Professors  Woodworth,  Rogers,  and  Nies  — 
with  whom  they  had  pursued  a  three-year  course  of  evening  instruc- 
tion in  electricity.  It  was,  so  to  speak,  an  informal  graduation 
exercise. 

The  striking  thing  is  that  these  men  should  have  had  the  per- 
tinacity to  keep  at  this  evening  work  steadily  for  three  years,  the 
more  so  that  they  were  very  uneven  in  equipment  at  the  start,  some 
having  had  large  experience  in  electrical  work,  some  very  little.  The 
instruction  necessarily  became  more  and  more  individual  as  the  work 
went  on,  and  some  of  it  might  not  unfairly  be  called  graduate  work. 

It  was  a  long  dinner.  It  began  at  six  o'clock  and  lasted  till 
eleven.  Mr.  William  H.  Hayes  acted  as  toastmaster,  and  nearly  all 
the  gentlemen  present  responded.  The  upshot  of  the  evening  was 
the  formation  of  the  class  into  a  permanent  organization,  which  will 
continue  its  social  functions  and  will  meet  from  time  to  time  for 
lectures  and  reports. 

We 
believe  that  two  or  three  of  the  thirty-four  had  finished  only  two 
years  of  the  course,  and  that  two  or  three  other  (three-year)  men 
came  late  and  failed  to  register.

THE    ACADEMIC    COMMENCEMENT 

The  Eleventh  Commencement  of  Lewis  Institute  occurred  on 
two  evenings,  June  19  and  June  20,  1907.  Hitherto  there  has  been 
but  one  exercise  of  the  sort  annually  —  the  Academic  or  high  school 
students  receiving  their  certificates  first,  then  the  Associates  their 
title,  then  the  Engineers  their  degree.  This  year,  however,  the  can- 
didates for  the  Academic  certificate  (corresponding  to  a  high  school 
diploma)  numbered  nearly  a  hundred,  and  asked  for  the  privilege  of 
an  evening  to  themselves,  in  order  that  they  might  invite  their 
friends.  Considering  the  fact  that  the  auditorium  of  the  Institute 
seats  only  five  hundred  and  fifty  persons,  the  trustees  granted  the 
request.  The  unity  of  school  feeling  was  preserved  on  both  occa- 
sions by  the  presence  of  the  chorus,  and  especially  by  the  singing  of 
the  school  song.  The  stage  seats  something  like  three  hundred 
persons,  and  on  both  evenings  the  stage  carried  a  full  representation 
of  both  the  college  and  the  high  school  bodies  of  students. 

On  Wednesday  evening  Professor  Frank  Justus  Miller,  of  the 
University  of  Chicago,  addressed  the  candidates  for  the  academic 
certificate,  making  an  eloquent  plea  for  ethical  idealism  in  modem 
life.

THE  COLLEGE  COMMENCEMENT. 

On  Thursday  evening,  June  20,  1907,  the  degree  of  ^Mechanical 
Engineer  was  conferred  on  eleven  candidates,  and  the  title  of  Asso- 
ciate upon  forty-three. 

The  addresses  of  the  evening  were  delivered  by  six  of  the  candi- 
dates for  the  associatesliip  —  two  representing  the  engineers,  two 
the  domestic  science  students,  two  the  arts  students.  The  subject 
of  the  symposium  was  Man  and  Machinery.  The  industrial  evils 
arising  from  the  growing  use  of  machinery  were  touched  upon,  and 
it  was  maintained  that  machinery  carries  in  its  very  nature  the 
potential  energy  for  curing  the  evils  of  machinery.  The  relation  of 
the  ideals  of  the  various  sciences  to  that  of  technology  was  then 
exhibited,  with  some  reference  to  the  metaphysical  questions  in- 
volved. Finally  the  discussion  was  given  a  turn  toward  business 
and  government,  and  the  relative  functions  of  persons  and  organ- 
ization.
